The other evening I looked for lotg into the many representations that 
were but the shadows of the marvelous face of Eleanora I)use, the world 
famous italian actress.

face. 
Here was a woman who wanted a home—just a simple, vine-clud cot­ 
tage—a “little home.” in her own words: 
“I wanted to give myself to 
love, and to be a charming bourgeoise. Oh, how I longed to be a bourgeoise, 
and have roses on my veranda!” 
Those eyes, that sharp, keen, clean-cut face— “in love with love.” 
This face, which was more remarkable than any face ever worn by the 
Queens of this earth, looked down into the faces of millions of human be­ 
ings that came to pay homage to h tr art. She played tragic roles, hut her 
own life was more tragic than any r >le she ever played. 
One evening the wind blew' in, as she moved about the man-made stage, 
and a chill dosed those tragic eyes. And out in that Indiana fc>wn she fell 
asleep—far from the dreams of that little home and the roses of the 
veranda. 
You can’t explain a face. You ju ct have to look into it and read it. 
But faces are much like books. 
You have to know! 
something about the 
background, something about the touches of life that brought it about. 
And like a great book, the more you read a face, the more you come to 
know it, to understand it, and to lov it. For it represents the soul of the 
man or woman who carries it around. 
In the little room where I sleep is a most beautiful face of a woman, 
painted by a world famous artist.
